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The Game Law» 
Editor Courier: 
Sir;— 
Regardless of the fact that a gr*at 
deal o' publicity has been given to 
changes in the game laws during the 
last six months. I hope you will pub­ 
lish this letter as a warning to all 
sportsmen that no seasons for game 
of any kind open on October 20th as 
heretofore; 
instead, the season 
for 
rabbits, squirrels, wild turkeys, ruf­ 
fed grouse, ringneck pheasants, quail 
etc., opens on Tuesday. November 1st. 
The season for bears and the balance 
of fur-bearing animals (raccoon sea­ 
son opened October 1st) 
will also 
open November 1st. 
On the back <i: every hunter’s li­ 
cense is a complete summary of the 
new seasons, bap; limits, etc., and ev­ 
ery flicensee should 
carefully read 
both sides of his license before going 
hunting. 
As the law now stands, it is abso­ 
lutely 
necessary for evt*ry licensed 
sportsman to carry Ills license on his 
person and to display bis license tag 
on the outer garment on the middle 
of the back at all times while hunting. 
Sportsmen must not forget to coun 
tersign their license jls it is not valid 
until signed. The penalty for failure 
to carry the license or display the 
tag is $20.00. 
The Game Commission by a recent 
Act o' Assembly is given the power 
to revoke hunters’ licenses for per­ 
iods of one to five years for violation 
o' the game laws, carelessness with 
firearms, destroying personal proper­ 
ty on lands on which licensees are 
hunting, etc. All true sportsmen are 
requested to see to it that the game 
la v s are obeyed at all times and that 
hunters appreciate the fact that the 
land owners ot‘ the State are their 
hosts and govern themselves accord­ 
ingly. 
Shooting a person in mistake for 
game while hunting is now punish­ 
able by fines from $100.00 to $1000.00 
and imprisonment from l year to 5 
years, also refusal to grant a license 
."or 2 years to 10 years. 
Shooting with bullets in the hunt­ 
ing territory during the upland game 
season, ex cept at legal birds or ani­ 
mals or targets protected by a natur­ 
al or an artificial barrier so that the 
bullet can not go morts than 15 yards 
beyond the target aimed at, is punish­ 
able by a fine of $25.00 for each shot 
.fired. 
Persons hunting together for large 
game must 
keep a roster of the cam]) 
or hunting party on which the name, 
address and license number of each 
member of the party is given. Large 
game killed must also be tagged with­ 
in 6 hours after killing, 
with 
the 
name, address and license number of 
the party killing same and [he loca­ 
tion where same was killed 
The distribution of tin* pamphlet 
containing the Game. Fish and Forest 
Laws cannot be made until ab> ut No­ 
vember 
1st. because of the printers 
strike lust summer which delayed all 
State printing. With the splendid as 
sistance of the newspapers </ the 
State, we have been able to largely 
overcome this serious handicap, and 
the people of the State are quite thor 
oughly familiar with the changes or 
the law o> which the above are the 
most important.
